Three rather extraordinary expenses, the past year, have 
carried the totals of cost considerably above the limit I set one 
year ago, viz: The accident to the Dawson boy, $171 30; 
the sickness of Mrs. Abby Morse at Whitefield, $106 25 ; 


and the last sickness and death of Mrs. Asa Stuart, making 


the family expense $67 81 over last year: a total of $345 36. 
Taking this amount from the whole expense, my report would 
be more agreeable to the taxpayers. Of these people, Mrs.. 


Stuart died in July; Miss Stuart went to the County Alms. 


House; and Mr. Stuart has been taken by a cousin, who has 
agreed to keep him for the $1 50 per week which the county 


allows, thus doing away with all future expense for this fam- 


ily. The following is the summary for the town:
